I-2(l)-l/59— The following draft of certain 
amendments to the Employees’ State Insurance (General) 
Regulations, 1950, which the Employees’ State Insurance 
Corporation proposes to make in exercise of the powers 
conferred by Section 97 of the Employees’ State Insurance 
Act, 1948 (34 of 1948), is published as required by sub-sec- 
tion (1) of the said Section for the information of all per- 
sons likely to be affected thereby and notice is hereby 
given that the draft amendments will be taken into con- 
sideration on or after the 30th May 1959. 

Any objection or suggestion which may be received 
from any person with respect to the said draft amend- 
ments before the date specified will be considered by the 
said Corporation. 

Draft amendments to the Employees’ State Insurance 
(General) Regulations, 1950 

I. (i) In Regulation 78, the words “the report to him’’ 

occurring in the first proviso to the said Regula- 
tion shall be substituted by the words “death”. 

(ii) In the said Regulation, after the first proviso, the 
following proviso shall be inserted namely: — 

“Provided further that nothing contained in 
this regulation shall be in derogation of any power 
conferred on a Coroner under any law for the 
time being in force or on the officer in charge of 
a police station or some other police officer under 
Section 174 of the Code of Criminal Procedure, 
1898 (5 of 1898).” 

II. In Sub-Regulation (3) of Regulation 103-A, the words 
‘leprosy, malignant and mental diseases’ shall be inserted 
after the word ‘tuberculosis’ wherever it occurs and figure 
“3” shall be substituted by figure “2”.
